War-Degeneracy of the Church. 

The Rev. Mr. Ryland, of Northampton Eng., 
a Baptist minister of eminence, distinguished for 
his piety, benevolence and ardent feelings, su- 
perintended a seminary to which the father of 
the late Robert Hall took his son just in the 
hottest period of our revolutionary war; and, 
the conversation turning on its injustice and cra- 
elty, Mr. Ryland soon waxed exceedingly warin, 
and exclaimed, “ Why, Mr. Hall, if 1 were Gen- 
eral Washington, I tell you what I would do. I 
would get all my brother officers together ; and, 
paving procured a large punch-kowl, I would 

lace them around it; I. would be the first to 

ar my arm, and each man baring his arm, 
should let off his blood into the bowl. This 
done, we would each dip the point of his sword 
into the blood, and, lifting it on high, we would 
swear by Him that liveth forever and ever, nev- 
er again to sheathe our swords so long as an 
English soldier remained on the American 
shore. ‘his is what I would do, brother Hall, 
if 1 were General Washington.” 

Well did the late Robert Hall, in comment on 
this anecdote, say toa friend to whom he relat- 
ed it, ‘Only think of my condition ,—a poor 
little boy just come out of my mother’s chim- 
ney-corner, and taken from home to hear this 
bloody-minded conversation. I assure you | 
was quite alarmed. I trembled at the idea of 
being left with so bloody-minded a master; and 
I fully expected that when my father lefi me, 1 





should be bled too, and that every time I offend- 
ed him, 1 should undergo the operation of the 
lancet. [ did indeed sir.”* 

How strange that Robert Hall himself, the el- 
oquent denouncer of war in general, should ad- 
dress a company of volunteers for the defence 
of England when threatened with an invasion 
from France, in language like the following ! 
“Go ye defenders of your country, accompani- 
ed with every auspicious omen; advance with 
alacrity into the field when God himself musters 
the hosts to war. Religion is too much interest- 
ed in your success not to lend you her aid; she 
will shed over this enterprise her selectest influ- 
ence. While you are engaged in the field, many 
wil] repair to the closet, many to the sanctuary; 
the feeble hands which are unequal to any other 
weapon, will grasp the sword of the Spirit; and 
from myriads of humble, contrite hearts, the 
voice of intercession, supplication and weeping 
will mingle in its ascent two heaven with the 
shouts of battle, and the shock of arms.—I can- 
not but imagiue the virtuous heroes, legislators 
and patriots of every age and country are bend- 
ing from their elevated seats to witness this con- 
test, asif they were incapable, till it be brought 
to a favorable issue, of enjoying their eternal re- 
pose. Enjoy that repose, illustrious immortals ! 
Your mantle fell when you ascended ; and thous- 
ands, inflamed with your spirit, are ready to 
swear by Him that sittcth upon the throne, and 
liveth Jorever and ever, they will protect free- | 
dom in her last assylum, and never desert that 
cause which you sustained by your labors, and 
cemented with your blood. And thou, sole 
Ruler among the children of men, gird on thy 
sword, thou Most Mighty, and go forth with 
our hosts in the day of battle! Pour into their 
hearts the spirit of departed heroes! Inspire 
them with thine own; and, while led by thine 
hand, and fighting under thy banners, open their 
eyes to behold in every valley, and in every plain, 
—What the prophet beheld. by the same illumin- 
ation,—chariots of fire and horses of fire!” 

_ Such is the mildest form of the war-sentiments 
2 which all Christendom has been educated | 
Tom time immemorial. ‘The church has in fact | 
een turned into a school of war; the pulpit 
has been its apologist, its abettor and its eulo- 
gist; the altar itself, even the table sacred to the 
memory of the Prince of peace, has been _prosti- 
tuted to its purposes of wrath and blood. Not 
one.minister in a hundred, not one Christian in 
a thousand afier the time of Constantine, ever 
seriously reflected, before the present generation, 
on the utter incompatibility of war in all its 
forms with a religion of universal peace and 
love. 

But is the church as a body now reclaimed 
from her war-degeneracy of ages? Alas! es- 
sentially the same sentiments pervade the great 
mass of both nominal and real Christians through 
the world. Here and there you may find a lit- 
tle Goshen in this vast moral Egypt; but I 
might gather from evangelical writers even in 
our own country the most ample proof that the 





be likely to commit, that, thongh the evil is ag- 
gravated in its nature, it is limited and curtail- 
ed in its application; and consequently of no 
great moment, 

Fleeing from the abominations of America 
and India, we direct our attention to the im- 
mense regions of Africa. As the missionary 
passes along that benighted coast with his an- 
nouncement of the glad tidings of salvation 
and peace, can it be supposed that the countless 
wrongs and contumelies, suffered for three cen- 
turies at the hands of Christian nations, will at 
once be forgotten? Undoubtedly the missiona- 
ry will find in the recollection of these wrongs 
an obstacle of the most serious kind to his be- 
nevolent efforts. Theuntutored Africans will 
experience the greatest difficulty in satisfactorily 
solving the problem of the direct contradiction 
between alleged Christian principles and kuown 
Christian practice ; and so long ay this is the 
case, it cannot be expected that their hearts will 
be thrown fully and frankly open to the recep 
tion cf divine truth. Wegive you the gospel, 
says the missionary ; we come to you in peace ; 
and we pray you to listen to us, and to become 
Christians. ‘O,’ says the bereaved and heart 
broken mother, “rather give me my sons and 
daughters, whom you Christians have torn 
shrieking from my arms, and have plunged into 
the ocean, or have enslaved in distant lands.’ 

And now what is to be done?’ Have we not 
by our misconduct erected a Chinese wall in the 
way of the progress of the gospel? Can we 
reasonably expect to purify the world without a 
purification of ourselves? Undoubtedly missions 
will be eget and will be attended with 
some degree of suecess; but we draw our con- 
clusion without looking closely and_ seriously 
enough at the premises, it we suppose, that the 
world will be converted, without our taking this 
great stumbling-block out of the way. Ships 
of war must be laid up; armies must be dis- 
banded ; the militia system must be given up; 
fortifications must be demolished; cannon must 
be melted into bells fur churches; swords must 
be beaten into ploughshares, and spears into 
pruning-hooks; and then what light will beani 
from the brow of the missionary, as he stands 
the messenger of the Prince of peace on the 
heathen soil! He will come not only with 
the gospel, but with a practical commentary on 
its principles, so full, so striking, so overwhelm- 
ing, as to carry conviction at once to the hea- 
then heart.

Letter from the Siam Mission, dated Bangkok, 
Feb. 1; 840. 

Disproportionate supply of books—Reduction of prin- 
ling operations. 

Ata meeting of the missionaries on the 3d of 
February, a resolution was unanimously adopted, 
in view of the great wantof missionaries at the 
station, and the disproportionate amount of effort 
bestowed on the press compared with other depart- 
ments of missionary labor— 

“That the usual number of men employed in 
the printing department of the mission be dimiuish- 
ed one fourth.” 

Tu further explanation of this reduction the mis- 
sionaries subjuin the following remarks; intending 
thereby, as the attentive reader will observe, not to 
disparage the operations of the press and the judi- 
civus distribution of religious tracts and the scrip- 
lures, but, rather, te urge the superior necessity of 
preparing for and accompaning the distribution by 
the preaching of the word, a necessity painfully 
impressed on their minds by the fewness of the la- 
borers in their mission and the discouraging pros- 
pects as to its enlargement. 

We have been led to the adoption of this resolu- 
tion, not from the faeg thatthe Siamesc, Chinese, 
Laos, Cambojaus, Maylays, Burmese and Peguans, 
residing in this country, have all been supplied with 
Christian tracts, fur in only two of these languages 
have we printed at all, and in those buta partial 
supply for the demand; nor has it been for the 
want of matter prepared for the press; neither be- 
cause our printing exceeds that of other stations 
compared with the wants of the people; but sim- 
ply from the consideration, that with our limited 
numbers we are unable to carry forward other de- 
partments of the mission in proportion with pres- 
ent efforts in this, and with the hope that by a re- 
trenchment in this particular, aid may be furnished 
toward sending out those candidates for missionary 
work who might come to our aid, but who are now 
detained in America for want of funds. We would 
be glad, instead of diminishing our effort in the 
printing and circulation of Christian books, greatly 
to increase the number of these important auxilia- 
ries, provided we had men for corresponding eifort 
in the teaching and preaching departments. But 
we would rather forego the advantage that might 
be expected from an increase of tracts, for the grea- 
ter advantage of an inerease of living teachers. 

We have heard of the extinction of the early

Influence of War upon Missions. 





The roar of the Christian cannon and the 
flash of Christian musquetry, and the hyena out- 
cry of the Christian military onset, have been 
heard and seen, wherever there are men. We 
are sending missionaries to our own heathen 
tribes and to Syria and Palestine, and also to 
India. Does India know nothing of the char- 
acter of Christian nations, and of the hostility of 
that character to Christian principles? Have 
the armies of England at different times and un- 
der different leaders, laid waste her fairest prov- 
inces burat her sillagegi. and exemplified, to an 
extent deeply painful to every feeling heart, the 
tremendous crimes, which were capable of be- 
ing found in association with the sacred but 
perverted names of civilization and Christianity ? 
‘ There is nothing,’ says a celebrated English or- 
ator, speaking of one ofthe principle agents in 
the transactions of British India then on trial, 
‘to be found in the history of human turpitude ; 
nothing in the nervous delineations and pene- 
trating brevity of ‘Tacitus; nothing in the lu- 
minous and luxuriant pages of Gibbon, or of any 
other historian, dead or living, who, searching 
into measures and characters with the rigor of 
truth, presents to our abhorrence depravity in its 
blackest shapes, which can equal, in the gross- 
ness of the guilt, or ‘in the hardness of heart 
with which it was conducted, or in low and 
grovelling motives, the acts and character of the 
prisoner.’t—And such are the pioneers of the 
gospel ; such are the men, who, in the lament- 
able ubiquity of human avarice and crime, have 
ever been destined to present to the hungering 
and thirsting nations of heathenism the antipast 
of the religion of purity and peace. And has this 
great evil been sufficiently contemplated and ex- 
amined by the Christian church? We call it 
a great evil; not only because it is so in itself 
and in its own nature, but because it is great in 
its application ; because it is found every where ; 
pervading every island and every continent and 
every country and every name and tribe under 
heaven. It isa fatal mistake which some will

Asiaticchurches, as it is said, for want of printed 
books to give stability to their faith and permanen- 
cy to their Christian institutions; but if those ear- 
ly churches suffered from this cause, it was not in 
relation to the means for introducing, but for want 
of aids in perpetuating Christianity among them. 
Concerning the former, the example of Christ and 
the experience of the church have spoken the same 
language. We learn that our Savior, who had all 
power, and acted his pleasure in the selection of 
means for introducing the gospel into our world, 
went about in person teaching the people, and 
from the number who became his disciples he se- 
lected twelve with reference to preparing them to 
teach others, and propagate his doctrines through 
the world. In this work of preparation he did not 
give them the power of multiplying copies of the 
scriptures and religious tracts in the various lan- 
guages of the world, which he might have done, 
but he qualified them to speak in other tongues, 
and commanded them, not to send tracts jnto all 
the world asthe means of converting the people, 
but to go in person and “ preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature.” 

Again, itis observable that extensive revivals of 
religion, whether in primitive or in modero times, 
have been effected not by tract distribution, but by 
oral preaching. Witness the preaching of Peter 
on the day of Pentecost, the preaching of Paul in 
Asia Minor, Greece and Rowe, and the modern re- 
vivals of religion in the United States of America. 
It is also worthy of notice that the greater number 
ol converts to Christianity, in connexion with mis- 
sionary effort in later times, has occurred, not at 
those stations where the greatest number of tracts 
have been circulated, but among those portions of 
the heathen who have comparatively enjoyed a 
greater share of oral instruction, as for example 
the inhabitants of the Sandwich islands, and of 
Ceylon, and the Karens of Burmah. It may be 
said that among all these, books have been circula- 
ted, which is in fact the case; but to a limited ex- 
teat, compared with the circulation among some 
other nations who have aflurded fewer converts to 
Christ. It way also be said, in truth, that these 
nations were prepared of the Lord to embrace the 
gospel; but still, is it not too often forgotten in the 
estimate we make, that these portions of the heath- 
en would have, in proportion to their population, 
enjoyed the oral instruction of more missivnaries 
and native assistants than anyothers within the lim- 
its of missionary culture ? We read that the “field is 
the world,” and much of this field is a moral waste; 
and while we are laboring for its improvement, 
may We not derive instruction from the agricultu- 
rist, who, instead of scattering his seed upon the 
wild forest, labors first to clear away and cultivate 
a little spot, into which he casts his seed, and which 
he watches and waters till it comes to maturity; 
with the desiga of employing the fruits of this lii- 





tle spot to assist his in the subjugation and plant-

** One day as he was strolling about his ueigh- 
bor’s premises he found a hen’s nest with three 
eggs. Ie took the eggs and carried them home. 
His mother asked him where he found them? 
He told her. ‘‘That’s a good boy,” said she

We are glad to witness on the part of both the 
Teachers and Trustees a spirit of enterprize which 
if respouded to by the community at large, cannot | 
fail to place the institution on a firm basis, and 
give ita deservedly high reputation. 

As the rooms for students have all been occupied | 
during the past term, the late appropriation by the 
Legislature (one half of which becomes available 
in January and the other halfin July,) seems very 
cimely, in furnishing the Board with means for en- 
larging the buildings, and increasing the accom- 
modations of the students. Whether, afier liqui- 
dating the present outstanding debis, there will re- 
main a sufficient amount to erect such a building 
as the interests of the Institution dewand, remains 
to be seen.

Hiow God troubles the Slaveholders. 

Shipwreck.—Slaves set free by British Au- 

thorities.—Vhe late Richmond Compiler states 
that a letter from Captain Chattin of the Schoon- 
er Ilermosa, dated at Nassau, N. P. Oct. 29th, 
announces the wrecking of his vessel. She 
struck on a reef of rocks near the East end of 
the Island of Abaco, on the night of the 19th of 
Oct. the wind blowing fresh at the time, after a 
run of four days and a half from Cape Henry. 
She was bound from Richmond to New Orleans 
with a cargo of slaves(47 in number)and tobacco. 
She bilged immediately, and is a total loss, 
The crew and slaves made their escape to the 
island where the slaves were taken possession of 
by the civil authorities, and after being taken to 
Nassau, New Providence, (the capital of the Ba- 
hama Isles) were set at liberty by the Governor. 
The wreckers had saved a part of the tobacco in 
a damaged state. 

The entire cargo was insured. The slaves 
belonged to Messrs. Lumpkin & Co., of Rich- 
mond, and their liberation, we suppose, will form 
another troublesome question for our Ministers 
at the Court of St. James to settle —Balt. Pat. 





Divorce Case.—Before the Hon. Charles H. Rug- 
gles, Vice-Chancellor of the Second Circuit. Elka- 
nah Barto, complainant, vs. Ruth Barto, defend- 
ant.

A few days afterwards Samuel 
came to the lawyer to ask his advice in a matter of 
serious moment, but he seemed very unwilling to 
name the affair, but at last he says, if I must, I 
must. I am afraid my brother John drinks too 
much. The fact was, they both drank too much. 
Both were sincere, each could see the other’s dan- 
ger, but neither could see the serpent that was coil- 
ing its folds around him.

John Quincy Adams. 
It is said that superior men always have 
superior mothers, and it certainly seems 
to be the case’in general, if not always. Phy- 
siologists may not be able to account for 
it, though the philosopher, familiar with 
the operations of mind, may. It seetas to 
be owing to the susceptibility of the infant mind 
to impressions, and the almost unlimited pow- 
er the mother has, to mould it for good or ill. 
Whatever may be the views entertained to- 
wards Mr. Adams as a politician, it is conceded 
by all, familiarly acquainted with his private 
character, that he is, and ever has been, a man 
of high toned morals, and of the strictest integ- 
rity. ‘The following letter is a key to this ex- 
ception to the generality of public men. It is 
taken from a volume of letters of Mrs. Adams, 
mother of John Quincy Adams, just published, 
aud compiled by her grandson, C. F. Adams, 
Esq. of this city. ‘The letter was written to her 
son, then eleven years of age, who was residing 
with his father at Paris :—Mer. Jour. 

June, 1778. 

My Dear Son :—’Tis almost four months 
since you left your native land, and embarked 
upon the mighty waters, in quest of a foreign 
country. Although I have not particularly writ- 
ten to you since, yet you may be assured you 
have constantly been upon my heart and mind. 
It isa very difficult task, my dear son, for a 
tender parent to bring her mind to part with a 
child of your years, going toa distant land ; nor 
could L have acquiesced in such a separation un- 
der any other care than that of the most excel- 
lent parent and guardian who accompanied you 
You have arrived at years capable of improving 
under the advantages you will be likely to have, 
if you do but properly attend to them. They 
are talents put into your hands, of which an ac- 
couut will be required of you hereafter; and, 
being possessed of one, two, or four, see to it 
that you double your numbers. 
The most amiable and most useful disposition 
in a young mind, is diffidence of itself: and this 
should lead you to seek advice and instruction 
from him who is your natural guardian, and will 
always counsel and direct you in the best man- 
ner, both for your present and future happiness. 
You are in possession of a good natural under- 
standing, and of spirits unbroken by adversity, 
and untianted with care. Improve your under- 
standing by acquiring useful knowledge—and 
virtue, such as will render you an ornament to 
society, an honor to your country, and a bless- 
ing to your parents. Great learning and superi- 
or abilities, should you ever possess them, will 
eof little value and small estimation, unless 
virtue, honor, truth and integrity are added to 
them. Adhere to those religious sentiments 
and principles which were early instilled into 
your mind, and remember that you are accounta- 
ble to your Maker for all your words and actions. 
Let me enjoin it upon you to attend constant- 
ly and steadfastly to the precepts and instruc- 
tions of your father as you value the happiness 
of your mother and your own welfare. His care 
and attention to you render many things unnec- 
essary for me to write which I might otherwise 
do; but the inadvertency and heedlessness of 
youth require line upon line and precept upon 
precept, and, when enforced by the joint efforts 
oteboth parents, will, I hope, have a due influ- 
eage upon your conduct; for, dear as you are 
tome, I would much rather you should have 
found your grave in the ocean you have crossed, 
or that any untimely death crop you in your in- 
fant years, than see you an immoral, profligate, 
or graceless child. 

You have entered, early in life, upon the great 
theatre of the world, which is full of temptations 
and vice of every kind, You are not wholly un- 
acquainted with history, in which you have read 
of crimes which your inexperienced mind could 
scarcely believe credible. You have been taught 
to think of them with horror, and view vice as 

“ -a monster of so frightful mien, 
That to be hated needs only to be seen.” 
Yet you must keep a strict guard upon your- 
self, or the odious monster will soon lose its ter- 
ror by becoming familiar to you. ‘The modern 
history of our times furnishes us as black a list 
of crimes as can be paralleled in ancient times, 
even if we go back to Nero, Caligula, or Cesar 
Borgia. Young as you are, the cruel war into 
which we have been compelled by the haughty 
tyrant of Britain and the bloody emissaries of his 
vengeance, may stamp upon your mind this cer- 





There were|tain truth, that the warfare and prosperity of all 


countries, communities, and, I may add, indi- 
vinuals, depend upon their morals. ‘That nation 
to which we were once united, as it has depart- 
ed from justice, eluded and subverted the wise 
laws which formerly governed it, and suffered 
the worst of crimes to go unpunished, has lost 
its valor, wisdom and humanity, and, from being 
the dread and terror of Europe, has sunk into 
derision and infamy.

I hope it will not 
be long before I shail be assured of your safety.
